George Louis Muhler, a brother of 


the late Hon. Charles F. Muhler, and 
formerly a Fort Wayne business man,' 
died at 9:30 o'clock this morning at 
the home of his sister, Mrs. H. J. 
Trentman, at Auburn. Mr. Muhler 
was 48 years of age and death came 
at the termination of a long illness. 
It was due to a complication of dis- 
ases. 
Mr. Muhler was a native of Fort

which formerly stood on Berry street, 
at about the site of the dental office 
of Dr. Shryock. -Upoi the completion 
of his education he engaged in busi- 
ness in this city, conducting a gal- 
vanized iron store on Columbia street, 
and later was engaged as the repre- 
sentative of an art glass house. For 
many years Mr. Muhler was engaged 
In the crockery" business in Chicago, 
later removing to Indianapolis. 
His 


health .began failing several years 
ago, 
and some seven months since he 


went to Auburn. 


Mr. Muhler leaves a widow and two 


sons—-Howard Muhler, now In college 
at Rensselner, and Elmer Muhler, em- 
ployed at the Aurentz candy cstab- 
ishment in this city. Oilier relatives 
nclude three sisters—Mrs. H. 
J. 


Trentman, of Auburn; Mrs. P. H. 
Kane and Miss Katherine Muhler, of 
:his city. Mr. Muhler was very wide- 
y known in Fort .Wayne, and his 
genial, jovial personality made for 
him many steadfast friends. Mrs. 


was ordained pastor of the Congre- 
gational church at Banbury, and be- 
came minister of the Cavendish 
street church, Manchester, in 1858, 
and of Poultry chapel, London, in 
1869, now City Temple (opened in 
1867). He visited the United States 
in 1888. Dr. Parker was eminent as 
a writer and published many works, 
mainly theological. 
Among them 


are "Helps to Truthseekers," "Ecce 
Dens" and "City Temple Sermons."

These papers 
show that Mr. Mitchell was ready to 
agree to tho plans submitted by the 
attorney for the operators, and that 
the strike would have been settled 
and provision made for future settle- 
ments of like controversies had not 
Mr. Baer again broken faith and de- 
feated both operators' and miners' 
efforts. 


When the full history of the strike 


and the failures to settle it is made 
public it will appear that Mr. Baer 
has been the one man more responsi- 
ble than any other for the condition 
bordering on anarchy in the anthra- 
cite regions. Mr. Baer has so long re- 
garded his right to dictate as of di- 
vine origin that he finds it impossi- 
ble to agree with other mortals, even 
when they have like interests with 
himself. 


Mr. Baer came to Washington to 


ask the president to name a commis- 
sion to investigate, but when Mr.

FIND HOME IN RUINS. ? 


Damage of $800 Attributed to Ris- 


ing Gas Pressure—Narrow - 


Escapes Elsewhere. 


Rising gas pressure is charged 


with responsibility for a fire at 136 
Murray street early today, when the 
home of C. J. McDonald 
suffered 


damage estimated by the fire depart- 
ment authorities at $800. The resi- 
dence itself was badly damaged, and 
much of the household goods is ut- 
terly ruined. Mr. and Mrs. McDon- 
ald, after attending the theater, ac- 
companied some friends to their 
home on McClellan street, spent 
some hours there and were met upon 
their way home by a messenger boy 
who told them of the fire. It was 
practically extinguished before the 
husband and wife reached the scene. 


The fire was discovered at 2 o'clock 


by Larue Bortner, a driver for the 
JJtotidamln Meadows dairy company, 
who called to deliver milk at the 
home of John Doyle, next uoor to the 
McDonald home. As Bortner reach- 
ed the JDoyle home he saw that the 
cutiro taa~ portion of the McDonald 
home was in flames, and he quickly 
gave the alarm. 
About the same 


time the flames were noticed by the 
watchman at the Olds wagon works, 
and from this point the department 
was called. 


No signs of life were visible about 


the place, and thinking that mem- 
bers of the family were perhaps 
overcome by smoke in the upstairs 
rooms, Bortner kicked in the front 
door of the residence and rushed up- 
stairs. The rooms were unoccupied, 
the only living thing found being 
a pet dog belonging to the family, 
and the animal had been overcome 
by the heat and smoke. 
The dog 


was pitched out at a window and 
after a time it revived. 


The residence was a frame struc- 


ture, one and one-half stories 
in 


height, and the fire had started 
in 


the kitchen. The whole rear of the 
house was a mass of roaring flames, 
and the fire had already broken 
through the ceilings, 
and burned 


through into the middle portion of 
the house. There was no opportunity 
to remove any part of the furniture, 
and the blaze give the department 
a lively little fight before it was 
conquered. The rear portion of the 


house if a charred and blackened 
mass, and other rooms sufl?rpd>lie"a,T& 
ily from smoke, fire and water* 


Gas.had been left 'burning in the 


kitchen stove, and it 'is presumed 
that increased pressure during 
the 


night was the 
cause of the blaze. 


The house is owned by Mi's. Timothy 
Hogan, and was insured for $700. 
Mr. McDonald carried $500 insur- 
ance upon his household goods. 


THE PRESSURE BOSE. 


The erratic 
performances of the 


gas supply and the evident strike 
inaugurateu by the automatic gas 
regulators during the past few days 
have been' a source of considerable 
annoyance, last evening the gas 
company notified the police depart- 
ment that -the gas supply would in 
all probability run low during the 
night, and that there might be dan- 
ger of TSre flames dying out alto- 
gether. The notice was given some 
promulgation, and the consequence 
was that consumers, anticipating a 
low pressure, turned the valves on 
to the limit before retiring.

PRESIDENT REPLIES TO HIS 


SOUTHERN CRITICS. 


Race Cuts No Figure, But Fitness 


for Office Is the Krst Reqni- 


I; 
site Ho Demands. 


Washington, Nov. 28.—"I do not 


intend to appoint any unfit man to 
office. 
So far as I legitimately can 


I shall always endeavor to pay re- 
gard to the .-wishes and feelings 
of 


the people c'f each locality, but 
I 


cannot consent to take the position 
that the door of hope—the door of 
opportunity—is to be shut upon any 
man, no matter how worthy, purely 
upon the grounds of race or color. 
Such an attitude would, according to 
my convictions, be fundamentally 
wrong. 


"If, as you hold, the great bulk 


of the colored people are not yet fit 
in point of character and influence 
to hold such positions, it seems to 
me that it is worth while putting a 
premium 
upon the efforts among 


them to achieve the character and 
standing1 which will fit them." 


These are the striking sentences in 


a letter President Boosevelt has just 
sent a prominent citizen of Charles- 
ton, S. C., in reply to a criticism 
because of the appointment of Dr. 
Cruin as 
collector of the 
port of 


Charleston. 


WILL PROBE CHARGES. 


The president acknowledges the re- 


ceipt of this criticism, which reached 
him Nov. 10 and was followed by 
another letter of the same tenor from 
another Charleston man on Nov. 11. 
In his reply the president said: 


"In your letter you maie certain 


specific charges against Dr. Crum, 
tending: to show his unfitncss in sev- 
eral respects 
for the office sought. 


These charges are entitled to the ut- 
most consideration from me, and I 
shall go over them carefully before 
taking any action. 


"After making these charges you 


add, as a further reason for opposi- 
tion to him, that he is a colored man, 
and after reciting the misdeeds that 
followed carpet-bag rule and negro 
domination in South Carolina, you 
say that 'we have sworn never again 
to submit to the rule of the African, 
and such an appointment as that of 
Dr. Crum to any such office forces us 
to protest unanimously against this 
insult to tlie white blood,' and you 
add that you understood me to say 
that 2! ""oviltl never ~crcc £. negro on 
such a community as yours. 


PUTS COLOR LINE FIRST. 


"Mr. 
puts the objection of 


color first, saying' that 'first he is a 
colored man, and that of itself ought 
to bar him from the office.' 


"In view of these last statements, 


I think I ought to make clear to you 
why I am concerned and pained by 
your making them and what my at- 
titude is as regards all such appoint- 
ments. 
How any one could 
have 


gained the idea that I had said I

right colored men to office, when ob- 
jection was made to them solely on 
account of their color, I confess I 
am wholly unable to understand. 


"At the time of my visit to 


Charleston last spring I had made, 
and since that time I have made, a 
number of such appointments from 
several states in which there is a 
considerable colored population. For 
example. I made one such appoint- 
ment in Mississippi, and another in 
Alabama, shortly before my visit 
to Charleston. I had at that time 
appointed two colored men as judi- 
cial magistrates in the District of 


Columbia. 
I have recently an- 


nounced 'another such appointment 
for New Orleans and have just made 
one from Pennsylvania. 


SEEKING TTT MEN. 


"The grelit majority 
of my ap- 


pointments in every Uate (have been 
cf white men. 
North, an'd south 


alike it lias been my sedulous en- 
deavor to appoint only men of high 
character an'd good capacity, whether 
white or black. But it h'As been my 
consistent policy in 
every 
state, 


where Uheir numbers twai-ranted it, 
to recognize colored men O'f good re- 
pute and standing in making- «i,p- 
pointments to offtce. These appoint, 
mente of colored men have in no 
state made more than a small pro- 
portion c'l the total' number of ap- 
pointments. 


"I nin. unaible to see how I can le- 


gitimately be asked to make an ex- 
ception for 
South 
'Carolina. 
In 


South Carolina to the four most im- 
portant positions in the state I have 
appointed three mem and continued 
in. office a fourth, all olf them white 
men—three of them originally gold 
democrats—two of them, as I am in- 
foi'meld, the sons of confederate sol- 
diers. I 'have been informed by the 
citizens of Charleston "Whom I havi 
met that these four men represent 
a high grade of public service. 


RESENTS THE CHARGE. 


"The question of 'negro domina- 


tion' does n'ot enter into the matter 
at 'all. It might as well be asserted 
that when I wias governor of New 
York I soug'ht to bring about negro 
domination in that state because I 
appointed two colored men of good 
character and standing to Tesponsi- 
ble positions—one of them, to a posi- 
tion paying a salairy twice as large 
as thai paid ill tile ofEce now under 
consideration, one of ttiem as director 
of the Buffalo exposition. 


'The question raised by you and 


Mr. 
in the statements to which 


I refer is simply whether it is to be 
declared that under no circumstnoices 
shall any mlan of color, n'c- matter 
how upright and honest, no matter 
how good a citir.en, no matter how 
fair in his dealings with. aM his fel- 
lows, be permitted to hold any office 
under our government. 


'I certainly cannot 'assume such 


an nttitude, mnd you must permit me 
to say that in my view it is an atti- 
tude 110 m'an should assume, whether 
lie looks at it from the standpoint 
of the true interest of the -white man 
of the south or of the colored man of 
the soutfli—not to speak of any other 
section of the union. 
WOULD ENCOURAGE ABILITY. 
"It seems to me that it is a good 


thing1 from every standpoint to let 
the colored mail kn'ow that if !ie 
shows in marked degree the qu'all- 
ties of good citizenship—the quali- 
ties which in a white man. "we feel 
are entitled to reward—tJhen he will 
not be cut off from nil hope of simi- 
lar reward.

SCORE OF LIVES ARE LOST 


STEAMER FOUNDERS IN GALE 


ON LAKE ERIE. 


All Hope for Safety of the Crew of 


the SylVanus J. Macy Has 


Been Abandoned. 


Detroit, Nov. 28.—In 
a; 
furious 


southwest gale on Lake Erie Sunday 
night the steamer Sylvamis J. Macy 
sprung a. leak off Port Burwell, On«..t 
and plunged to the bottom, probably' 
carying her entire crew of twenty 
with her. The barge Maibel Wilson, 
which was' being towed by the Macy,' 
broke away from the steamer in the 
darkness and succeeded in sailing 
up the lake to AmherstbUTg, -where' 
she arrived yesterday afternoon. 


The first neiws of the disaster was 


reported by Capt. J. J. Autterson, 
of the 
steamer 
Albright, -which 


passed up the river yesterday. She 
reported having p'assed through five 
miles of wreckage Wednesday thirty 
miles southwest of Long Point, con- 
sisting of parts of the cabin, life pre- 
servers and doors of some vessel. 
The cabin was painted -white, but 
there were no distinguishing: marks 
to tell what .vessel it was from. The 
arrival of 
the 
Wilson, however, 


leaves no doubt that the wreckage 
is from the Macy, ns the last seen 
of that steamer was in the near vi- 
cinity. 


ALL BELIEVED LOST. 


The Macy, with the Wilson in tow, 


left Buffalo last Saturday wiuh a 
cargo of coal. 
Wloen half-way up 


Lake Erie the'g-ale was encountered, 
nnd when abreast of Port Burwell 
the tqw line of the barge wits thrown 
off by the«crew -of the Macy, leaving 
the schooner to shift for 
herself. 


When last seen by tihe crew of the 
Wilson the Macy was laboring heav- 
ily in the sea and was 
evidently 


making for shelter. If the crew had 
time to leave the ship before the 
plunge to tho bottom it is not be- 
lieved that the small boats could 
have lived long in the terrible sea 
running.

BIG 'FOUR PASSENGER TRAIN 


LEAVES THE TRACK. 


Broken Rail Ditches Pullman Cars, 


Which Roll Over a Steep 


Embankment. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 38.—Pas- 


senger train No. 43, the St. Louis 
flyer on the P.ig Four, was wrecked 
at 1:30 this morning on a high.em- 
bankment a 'half mile west of Avon,

He said 
also that a number of hard characters 
had enlisted only for the purpose of 
robbing their comrades and that those 
of us who had iiuicli money would do 
well to hide it securely before drop- 
ping asleep.

o£ Agriculture Wilson yesterday is- 
sued a sweeping- order to the man- 
agers and agents of railroads 
and 


transportation

United States, stock men and others, 
notifying them of the establishment 
of a quarantine against cattle, sheep 
rind other ruminants and swine in 
the New England states and prohib- 
iting the exportation of such ani- 
mals from the port of Boston until 
further orders.

tions in the department of agricult- 
ure disclosed the fact that what is 
known as foot and mouth disease ex- 
ists to an alarming extent in Connec- 
ticut, Rhode Island, Massachusetts 
and Vermont. The expert of the de- 
partment, Dr. Mohler; Dr. Leonard 
Pearson, of the university of Penn- 
sylvania, and 
Dr. James Law, of 


Cornell,
